EING eaſy and ſhort ſentences, to be pro- 

nounced clearly and diſtinctly, with a ſharp 

and quick voice; but not to run on from one ſen- 

tence to the other, or in any manner connect the 

ſound. At the end of each, let there be a full 

ſtop, let the breath be fetched, and let a pauſe of 
perfect ſilence intervene between each ſentence. 


The great fault in moſt of our Spelling Books 
is, that the ſentences are too long and incom- 
prehenſive for the capacity and tender organs of 
the infant ſcholar.

It ſerves, accord- 
ing to Dr. Low E, to divide the members of a 
ſentence, when the pauſe of a comma is not ſuf- 
ficient, or when other commas intervene, and yet 
the ſentence is not complete. It relieves the 
reader's voice and tone a little, but in ſuch a

done by the xzapasR's voige and tone being 


kept ſteadily ſupported.

Not to 
covet nor deſire other men's goods; but 
to learn and labour, truly to get mine own 
living, and to do my duty in that ſtate 
of life, unto which it ſnall pleaſe God to 
call me.
